On July 3 2018, Council approved actions to appropriate $498,644 from the Transfer of Floor 
Area Rights (TFAR) Public Benefits Trust Fund to the Los Angeles Neighborhood Initiative 
(LANI) in order to assist in the ongoing preservation and revitalization efforts of the Broadway 
Historic Theatre District, including the Night on Broadway event (C.F. 14-1411). 

Subsequent to these actions, LAN! has requested that the funds be utilized to support additional 
community events in the project area in Downtown Los Angeles.

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, any official position of the City of Los Angeles with respect to legislation, rules, regulations 
or policies proposed to or pending before a local, state or federal governmental body or agency must have first 
been adopted in the form of a Resolution by the City Council with the concurrence or the Mayor, and 

WHEREAS, since the first U.S. case of COVID-19 was identified in late January, health officials have 
identified approximately 68,000 cases across the U.S., with approximately 1,200 confirmed in Los Angeles 
Coimty; and 

WHEREAS, there might be a large-scale impact of COVID-19 among individuals living with mental 
illness, especially people experiencing homelessness and living with mental illness, who make up approximately 
30 percent of the homeless population; and 

WHEREAS, the federal and State governments need to identify mitigation measures in the event of an 
outbreak amongst the homeless population living with mental illness and for all population with mental illness; 
and 


WHEREAS, there should be federal legislation to suspend Medicaid’s Industries for Mental Disease 
exclusion and its prison exclusion which prevent California from funding individuals with severe mental illness 
in hospitals and jails; and 

WHEREAS, there should be federal and/or State legislation to abolish the one-third reduction rule of 
Supplemental Security Income disability check for children with mental illness so that parents have enough 
resources to take care of children with mental disability; and 

WHEREAS, the federal government should issue emergency orders requiring all psychiatric prescriptions 
to be written and filled for 90 days, instead of 30 days; and 

WHEREAS, State Medicaid directors should apply for 1115 Waivers which would allow the State to use 
Medicaid funds to support State psychiatric hospitals; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Los Angeles should support these legislative and administrative actions to protect 
and assist the vulnerable population of individuals living with mental illness; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with the concurrence of the Mayor, that by the adoption of 
this Resolution, the City of Los Angeles herd>y includes in its 2019 - 2020 Federal Legislative Program and State 
Legislative Program SUPPORT for legislation and/or administrative actions which would; suspend Medicaid’s 
Industries for Mental Disease exclusion; abolish the one-third reduction of Supplemental Security Income 
disability check for children with disability; issue emergency orders for psychiatric prescriptions to be written 
and filed for 90 days; and encourage the State to apply for 1115 Waiver to use Medicaid fund for psychiatric 
hospitals in order to assist individuals with mental illness during the COVID-19 emergency.

WHEREAS, any official position of the City of Los Angeles with respect to legislation, rules, regulations or 
policies proposed to or pending before a local, state, or federal government body or agency must have 
first been adopted in the form of a Resolution by the City Council >vifo the concurrence of the Mayor; and 

WHEREAS, on March 26. 2020, the United States Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) announced a 
sweeping relaxation of environmental rules In response to the COVID-19 pandemic; and 

WHEREAS, the relaxation would allow power plants, factories and other facilities to determine for 
themselves if they are able to meet legal requirements on reporting air and water pollution for an 
undetermined period of time; and 

WHEREAS, the policy sets new guidelines for companies to monitor themselves for an undetermined 
period of time and the agency will not issue fines for violations of certain air, water and hazard-waste¬ 
reporting requirements; and 

WHEREAS, the costs of cleaning up any pollution allowed by this policy will be externalized by 
corporations onto public agencies, including the City of Los Angeles; and 

WHEREAS, environmental groups and former Obama administration officials described the policy as an 
unprecedented relaxation of rules for petrochemical plants, oil refineries and other major polluters; and 

WHEREAS, the EPA should be guided by science when crafting and implementing policy and should put 
the health and welfare of the American people and the environment ahead of industry interests; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Los Angeles has committed to aggressive climate emissions reductions and 
environmental protections for the health of the City and its residents, the economic health of its 
businesses, and the future of its children; and 

WHEREAS, the Trump administration is actively and insidiously gutting environmental protections under 
the cover of the COVID-19 outbreak, hoping nobody will notice; and 

WHEREAS, taking any advantage of the coronavirus crisis to gut environmental protections in a time of a 
climate emergency and a widespread biodiversity crisis is anti-science, immoral, illogical, dangerous and 
just plain wrong; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with the concurrence of the Mayor, that by the adoption of this 
Resolution, the City of Los Angeles hereby includes in its 2019-2020 Federal Legislative Program 
OPPOSITION to the Environmental Protection Agency's relaxation of environmental rules in response to 
the COVID-19 pandemic since this move would negatively impact the health and welfare of the 
people and the environment.

Id times of crises, it is critical for Councilmembers to reach out directly to their constituents to provide 
timely, accurate information and available local resources within their district. 

Misinformation during the COVID-19 pandemic has caused some residents to exercise poor decision 
making such as not washing hands or continuing to organize and attend public gatherings, which has only 
worsened the spread of COVID-19. 

Accessing mass notification software is critical for City Councilmembers to reach their constituents and 
circulate accurate, up to date information that can keep communities safe and healthy. 

In 2018, during the Woolsey Fire, thousands of people were displaced and information changed as fast as 
the flames moved. Much of the information may not have been relevant for residents of the entire city and 
it would have potentially been useful to utilize texting software to share up-to-date facts with Angelenos 
who lived in the endangered areas. 

The City of Los Angeles already utilizes NotifyLA through the Emergency Management Department 
(EMD) to text residents across the City about urgent emergency updates, such as Mayoral Directives. 

This technology has great potential to assist Councilmembers get urgent messaging to their constituents in 
a timely manner during crises. 

At times when the City does not declare a local emCTgency, a Council District may still be impacted by a 
nearby disaster and require mass notification infrastructure. Having access to NotifyLA at the Council 
District level may increase the circulation of timely information and potentially save lives. 

1 THEREFORE MOVE that the Emergency Management Department, with the assistance of the City 
Administrative Office, be requested to report back on: 

1. Current Emergency Management Department (EMD) protocol on how text messages are reviewed and 
selected for circulation; and 

2. the feasibility of expanding NotifyLA's mass text notification platform to include messages from 
Councilmembers on District-specific critical messaging while a crisis is taking place within their District, 
regardless of whether the City has issued a Declaration of Local Emergency.

4. Instruct EWDD to immediately begin spending the $11 million in Small Business Emergency 
Microloan Program on technical assistance to small businesses to help them apply for and 
receive small business loans and grants offered by Federal and State governments. 

5. Instruct EWDD to immediately begin working with Business Source Centers, BIDs, chambers 
of commerce and other business organizations to provide technical assistance to small business 
to access federal and state loan and grant programs.

Small businesses, including restaurants, are the backbone of the Los Angeles economy. The 
public health orders aimed at preventing or slowing the spread of coronavirus have had and will have a 
devastating effect on local businesses. The City does not have unlimited resources to assist small 
businesses. However, the City can and should take steps to eliminate financial and regulatory burdens 
on small businesses affected by the Coronavirus COVID-19 Emergency Declaration. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Planning Department with the assistance of the City Attorney, be 
directed to prepare and present an emergency ordinance or ordinances that would: 

1. Extend all expiring conditional use permits for a period of 12 months after expiration of the 
Coronavirus COVID-19 Emergency Declaration, unless the Los Angeles Police Department or the 
Council Office provides the Planning Department with a written statement of reasons why the 
businesses has created a nuisance or otherwise should not be renewed; 

2. Suspend any requirement that a property owner or business provide additional parking in 
connection with a change of use in an existing structure, where such change of use occurs 
during the 12 months after expiration of the Coronavirus COVID-19 Emergency Declaration; 

3. Suspend any condition requiring a property owner or business to provide off-site or valet 
parking, for a period of 6 months after expiration of the Coronavirus COVID-19 Emergency 
Declaration; and 

4. Implement the Restaurant Beverage Program as instructed by Council on August 14, 2018, to be 
made retroactive to include any pending applications for conditional use permits where the 
applicant accepts the standard conditions of Restaurant Beverage Program.

MOTION 


The recent and sudden outbreak of the Coronavirus has caused unprecedented measures to 
be taken that has resulted in a virtual standstill of our daily lives. Under emergency declarations 
declared by the President of the United State, Governor of California, and Mayor of Los Angeles, 
non-essential businesses must not operate, and non-essential employees must work for home. It 
has also led to a staggering number of individuals losing their jobs or having reduced hours. 

In addition, during the COVID-19 crisis the Coimcil and its Planning and Land Use 
Management Committee have had their schedules substantially altered and reduced. It is not 
certain when a regular schedule will resume, or the number of the backlog of cases. 

Restaurants and bars have suffered economically from the COVID-19 crisis since they are 
only authorized to operate as take away food establishments. Many of these establishments are 
awaiting hearings to renew the continued use of their land use entitlements granted a while ago. 
When these land use entitlements were granted, the city regularly included ‘sunset clauses’ that 
are no longer imposed on newer applicants because of business friendly streamlining implemented 
by the Planning Department. 

To facilitate the economic sustainability of restaurants and bars, and to facilitate their 
economic recovery, these land use entitlement ‘sunset clauses’ should not be enforced for those 
establishments that were granted entitlements prior to the implementation of the Planning 
Department’s streamlining policy, and their public hearings should be waived provided they are 
not seeking a substantial modification of their conditions of approval, and secure a Letter of Non¬ 
opposition from the Police Department. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Council REQUEST the Mayor, to issue an Executive 
Order, under the provisions of Administrative Code, Chapter 3, Section 8.29 {Promulgation of 
Emergency rules, regulations, orders and directives), to waive public hearings during the duration 
of the COVID-19 crisis only for existing restaurants and bars that have sunset clauses in tiieir 
existing Conditional Use Permits (CUPs) for the serving of alcohol, and that are seeking renewal 
of those CUPs provided they are: (1) not seeking substantial modifications to their ‘Conditions of 
Approval’ and, (2) provide the Planning Department a ‘Letter of Non-opposition’ from the Police 
Department, given the uncertainty of not having regularly scheduled land use planning hearings.

MOTION 


The Jobs and Economic Development Incentive (JEDI) Zone program provides economic 
development incentives within specific geographies of the City that aim to both promote and 
expand business in Los Angeles. Businesses located in these zones are eligible to obtain a variety 
of incentives including case management of the City development permit process, permit fee 
reductions, business consulting, and facade improvements, among others. 

Pursuant to the JEDI Zone policy, zones must meet primary or secondary eligibility 
criteria, be reviewed by the Economic and Workforce Development Department (EWDD), and 
receive approval from the City Council and Mayor. Once the request to form a JEDI Zone is 
received, EWDD will conduct a baseline assessment of the area based on the qualifying criteria. 
Requests will be processed in the order received. If a proposed JEDI Zone is found to be eligible, 
EWDD will analyze the area under the secondary needs criteria to assign priority areas within 
the proposed zone. Highest priority within an eligible zone will be assigned to areas meeting 
more of the secondary needs criteria in comparison to other areas within the same zone. After 
completing the baseline and secondary needs assessments, EWDD will submit a transmittal to 
the City Council with findings and recommendations concerning the creation of the zone. 
Established zones will expire after five years unless extended for an additional five years. The 
maximum duration of a JEDI Zone will be 10 years. 

The 13* District initiated the catalytic “HEART of Hollywood” project focused on 
economic development and place-making in the historic core of Hollywood. Holl 3 rwood is 
located within an Opportunity Zone, a primary criterion for establishment of a JEDI Zone. The 
JEDI Zone program presents an opportunity to leverage long term investments in the 
Opportunity Zones and existing development projects with incentives to support businesses in 
these areas. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Economic and Workforce Development Department be 
directed to evaluate the following area as a JEDI Zone and report to the Council with findings 
and recommendations on creation of the zone: 


• Hollywood Boulevard from Las Palmas Avenue to Ivar Avenue. |

cNERGY.OIMAlE CHANGE AND ENVIRON 


California voters passed the California Drought, Water, Parks, Climate, Coastal 
Protection, and Outdoor Access for All Act of 2018 (Proposition 68) on June 5,2018. 

Proposition 68 authorized the Legislature to appropriate $18.5 million to the California Natural 
Resources Agency (Agency or State) for competitive grants for multi-benefit green infrastructure 
investments in disadvantaged or severely disadvantaged communities. This resulted in the 
formation of the Green Infrastructure (GI) Grant Program administered by the Agency. 

In an effort to seek funding from this source, on January 29,2020 the City Council 
authorized the Bureau of Sanitation (LASAN) to apply for grant funding from the State’s GI 
Grant Program, in the amount of $714,424, to support the Boyle Heights Green Alley Project 
(CF# 20-0093). The project, located in CD 14, sought to plant a minimum of 500 shade trees, 
remove concrete, and provide water and maintenance for all project trees. 

After a recent site visit, the State requested that the scope of the project be expanded to 
include up to 1400 trees. As a result, the State is willing to provide up to $2,265,000 to support 
the re-scoped project. The State maintains that this effort will more effectively meet the needs of 
the local community consistent with the objectives of the GI Grant Program. 

In order to process grant funding for die re-scoped project, it is necessary to authorize 
LASAN to apply for and accept grant funding up to $2,265,000. In this manner the City can 
proceed with the project and meet the needs of the local commimity. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council, with the concurrence of the Mayor, hereby 
authorize the Director of the Bureau of Sanitation (LASAN), or his designee, to apply, accept, 
negotiate, execute, and submit all documents, including but not limited to, applications, 
agreements, payment requests, amendments, extensions, subject to the approval of the City 
Attorney as to form and legality, which may be necessary to secure grant funding up to 
$2,265,000 from the California Natural Resources Agency’s Green Infrastructure Grant Program 
to support the Boyle Heights Green Alley Project. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the City Coimcil re-affirm the adoption of the Resolution, 
previously adopted on January 29, 2020 (CF# 20-0093), for the purposes of this action and as 
required by the California Natural Resources Agency for the administration of the Green 
Infrastructure Grant Program.

MOTION 


The site at 668 South Alameda Street, 1516-1570 Industrial Street, and 675 Mill Street has 
received approval from the Advisory Agency of the Department of City Planning for various 
land use entitlements for the Project pursuant to planning case no. 

CPC-2016-3575-GPA-VZC-HD-MCUP-DB-SPR-WDI, Ordinance 185798, and a Vesting 
Tentative Tract (VTTM) 74537 for the merger and resubdivision for condominium 
purposes of one master lot and three airspace lots for a mixed use development consisting of 475 
live/work units (including 24 very low income units) totaling approximately 516,1010 square 
feet of live/work floor area, and approximately 61,200 square feet of ground floor commercial 
uses. The project is located in the Arts District neighborhood of the Central City North 
community plan. The date of approval for the Vesting Tentative Tract Map is June 13,2018, the 
CPC is July 30,2018, and the effective date of the City ordinance 185798 is Novanber 24,2018, 


The development of the project necessitates Revocable Permits from the Bureau of Engineering 
in order to permit encroachment into the 15 feet by 15 feet comer cut area between Alameda 
Street and hidustrial Street from approximately 62 feet to 90 feet above sidewalk elevation prior 
to completion of the conditions for VTTM 74537. This permit would allow rise of and 
construction within the aforementioned right-of-way prior to recording of the Final Map. 


I THEREFORE MOVE that the Bureau of Engineering be directed to issue revocable permits, 
subject to the applicants satisfying the conditions for issuing such permits, to close, gate, occupy, 
and construct permanent structures within the existing public rights-of-way.

MOTION 


The Coronavirus Disease 2019 (COVlD-19) stems from (he same virus as the common cold and is a respiratory 
infection that may result in a fever, sore throat, cough and aches, and has shown a world-wide mortality rate, according to 
the World Health Organization, of over 4 percent. As of March 24, 2020 the State of California had identified 2,266 positive 
cases of COVID-19 in California, 543 of which have been diagnosed in Los Angeles County. 

On March 4,2020 Governor Newsom and Mayor Garcetti declared a State of Emergency, allowing the State of 
California and City of Los Angeles to deploy aU available State and local resources to stem the spread of the virus while 
being able to access Federal resources. On March 12,2020, following State guidance, Mayor Garcetti issued a directive 
ordering City departments and agencies to take additional steps to help slow the spread of COVlD-19, and the Los Angeles 
Department of Water and Power (LADWP) deferred disconnections for non-payment through the remainder of March 2020. 
LADWP is also working to restore water and power to residential customers whose services were disconnected within the 
last 30 days due to non-payment. 

Subsequently, the Mayor issued an Order temporarily closing non-essential commercial businesses and 
implemented a temporary moratorium on evictions for non-payment of residential and commercial rents for tenants who 
have been impacted by COVID-19. On March 19, the Mayor issued a Safer-at-Home emergency order, which went into 
effect at 12:00 am on March 20,2020, calling on residents of the City of Los Angeles to stay in their homes and limit all 
activity beyond what is absolutely necessary for essential tasks. 

While these orders are necessary to slow the spread of COVID-19 and protect the public health, the combined 
effects of the virus and necessary public health measures have resulted in significant financial impacts, particularly to low 
and moderate-income Angelenos. Working people across California are facing lay-offs and struggling to pay rent and buy 
basic necessities. With more than 40 percent of households in Los Angeles County spending over 30 percent of their income 
on rent and struggling to meet basic needs, and more than 60 percent of households with children struggling to meet basic 
needs, it is critical that we provide immediate relief and make every effort to safeguard our local, regional and State 
economies in the long-run. 


Widespread loss of income will cause some of our most vulnerable individuals and families to fall behind on 
payments for basic services including water, gas, internet, phone service and electricity. Meanwhile, the City’s Safer-at- 
Home Order requires that Angelenos stay in their residences, thus potentially increasing water and power usage and 
incurring higher utility charges. The extent of the damage will depend on how quickly the virus is contained, (he steps 
authorities take to contain it, how much economic support governments are willing to deploy during the health emergency’s 
immediate impact and aftermath, and our ability to free up consumer spending. 


I THEREFORE MOVE that the Department of Water and Power (DWP) be requested to immediately report to the 
Council on methods and approaches, including the preparation of a draft Ordinance, to implement a cap on utility charges 
for residential and commercial customCTS, pegged to the amount of a customer’s most recent bill prior to the March 20, 
2020 effective date of the Mayor’s Safer-at-Home Emergency Order, to be transmitted to the Board of Water and Power 
Commissioners and the Council for consideration, and effective until the end of the declared State of Emergency. 


I FURTHER MOVE that the DWP be requested to report to the Council on immediate actions it can take to 
implement a moratorium on utility-related fines, fees, surcharges or other costs associated with non-payment due to 
COVID-19 impacts tintil the end of the emergency declaration, and granting customers up to 12 months to repay impaid 
utility bills and/or the difference between charges paid and usage during the emergency declaration period.

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, any official position of the City of Los Angeles with respect to legislation, rules, 
regulations or policies proposed to or pending before a local, state, or federal governmental body or 
agency must have first been adopted in the form of a Resolution by die City Council with the 
concurrence of die Mayor; and 

WHEREAS, The Coronavirus Disease 2019 (COVID-19) stems from the same virus as the 
common cold and is a respiratory infection that may result in a fever, sore throat, cough and aches, 
and has shown a U.S mortality rate, according to the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, of 
approximately 1.5 percent, and as of March 25,2020 the State of California had identified 3,006 
positive cases of COVID-19 in California, 799 of which have been diagnosed in Los Angeles 
County; and 

WHEREAS, on March 4,2020 Governor Gavin Newsom declared a State of Emergency, 
allowing the State of California to deploy all available state and local resources to stem the spread of 
the virus while being able to access Federal resources, and on March 19,2020 Governor Newsom 
issued a Stay-At-Home Order, limiting Californians to only essential activities away from dieir 
homes in order to the minimize the congregation of groups of people; and 

WHEREAS, while this Order is necessary to slow the spread of COVID-19 and protect the 
public health, the combined effects of the virus and necessary public healdi measures have resulted 
in significant financial impacts, particularly to low and moderate-income Californians; and 

WHEREAS, working people across California are facing layoffs, a reduction of wages or 
income, the accumulation of late payment fees and other expenses, and are struggling to pay rent and 
buy basic necessities, and with more than 40 percent of households in Los Angeles County spending 
over 30 percent of dieir income on rent and struggling to meet basic needs, and more than 60 percent 
of households with children struggling to meet basic needs, it is critical that we provide immediate 
relief and make every effort to safeguard our local, regional and state economies; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Los Angeles has moved swiftly to reduce the transmission of 
COVID-19 by instituting a Safer-At-Home Order to limit public gatherings and ramping up COVID- 
19 testing availability, and developing policies to protect Angelenos from the potential economic 
fall-out of the virus, such as implementing moratoriums on residential and commercial evictions, an 
economic relief package for small businesses impacted by the virus, the development of a potential 
city wide personal loan and rental assistance program, and the provision of financial assistance to 
non-profits that are providing personal loans and rental assistance to Angelenos impacted by 
COVID-19, and a relaxation of parking enforcement, among others; and 

WHEREAS, while municipal and county efforts to protect the health and safety of 
Californians are commendable and much needed, creating policy at the local level during an 
emergency has the potential to create a patchwork of responses and approaches and confusion for 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with the concurrence of the Mayor, that by the 
adoption of this Resolution, the City of Los Angeles hereby includes in its 2019-2020 State 
Legislative Program SUPPORT for legislative or Gubernatorial administrative action that would: 

1) Place an immediate moratorium on rent increases, evictions and foreclosures, and cease 
executing writs of possession. 

2) Implement an immediate moratorium on homeless encampment sweeps, which pose 
additional health risks and the disruption of consistent access to services and the ability for 
outreach and health workers to provide continuous care. 

3) Implement a relaxation of parking enforcement statewide in order to ensure Californians 
are not unnecessarily penalized, thereby incurring additional debt, during the statewide Stay 
At-Home Order. 

4) Implement a suspension of rents and mortgages, including the accrual of interest, to 
provide financial relief for both landlords and homeowners. 

5) Provide emergency rental or mortgage assistance to assist Californians who have lost a 
substantial share of their income during the public health emergency. 

6) Call on financial lending institutions to suspend mortgage payments, providing financial 
relief to homeowners and landlords, and discontinue the accrual of interest on mortgages. 

7) Prohibit utility shut offe and rate increases, halt the application of utility related late fees, 
and reinstitute service to customers that have lost service during the 60 days prior to the 
effectuation of the Governor’s Stay-At-Home Order.

MOTION 

On March 17, 2020, the Council extended the Declaration of Local Emergency In response to COVID- 
19/coronavirus pandemic and Motion Krekorian-Martinez-Price directed the creation of a new 
COVID'19 Emergency Response account to provide necessary funding for the City's response to the 
pandemic. The City Administrative Officer has been authorized to spend funds from the account at 
the direction of the Mayor with regular reporting on expenditures to the Council President. 

On March 18, the Governor of California announced new state funding to assist local governments in 
responding to the COVID-19 pandemic for the protection of their homeless residents. The City is 
expected to receive its share of this funding as early as March 24, 2020. 

This new State funding should be handled in in the same fashion by depositing them in an emergency 
account such that the City Administrative Officer, upon direction from the Mayor and with regular 
reporting to the Council President, can authorize the spending of these emergency funds as quickly as 
possible. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Council determine, as provided in Government Code Section 
54954.2(b)(2), and pursuant to Rule 23 of the Rules of the City Council, that there is a need to take 
immediate action on this matter and that the need for action came to the attention of the City 
subsequent to the posting of the agenda for today's Council meeting. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the Controller be directed to establish a new emergency fund, the "CA COVID- 
19 Emergency" Fund within Department 10, to receive and disburse the California COVID-19 Protect 
Homeless Californians from COVID-19 funds. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the Council instruct the City Administrative Officer to spend funds from the 
account at the direction of the Mayor during the declared local emergency and that the City 
Administrative Officer provide weekly reports to the Council President on the expenditures of the 
State emergency COVID-19 homeless response funds. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the Council authorize the City Administrative Officer to make any technical 
changes and/or prepare any Controller instructions in order to effectuate the intent of this Motion 
and authorize the Controller to implement those instructions. 
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SPECIAL 2 


MOTION 

The Coronavirus (COVID-19) crisis is severely impacting the economy and the workforce of the 
City of Los Angeles. 

On March, 18, 2020, the City of Los Angeles Economic and Workforce Development 
Department (EWDD) applied to the California Employment Development Department for Governor’s 
Discretionary 25 Percent Emergency Additional Assistance Grant Funds (Dislocated Worker) to provide 
layoff aversion and workforce development services to dislocated employees impacted by COVID-19. 
On March, 20, 2020, EWDD was notified it was awarded $2 million. 


The Workforce Innovation and Oppoitunity Act authorizes the Governor to set aside up to 25 
percent of the state’s Dislocated Worker funds to support California’s Rapid Response system and 
provide Additional Assistance (AA) grants. The AA funds are available exclusively to Local Workforce 
Development Areas (Local Areas) that experience sudden and large increases of unemployment due to 
natural disasters, mass layoffs, or other events. 


These funds are intended to provide direct services to dislocated workers when local resources are 
inadequate to meet the demand for increased career and training services. EWDD, with approval of the 
Workforce Development Board, would be able to distribute funds among the City’s 16 WorkSource 
Centers and provide supportive services to at least 400 individuals. _ 

Given the massive impact COVID-19 is having on the City’s workforce, it is imperative that the 
Council provide the authority for EWDD to accept the funds and disburse among the City’s 16 
WorkSource Centers. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council determine, as provided in Section 54954.2(b)(2) of 
the Goveniment Code, and pursuant to Rule 23 of the Rules of the City Council, that there is a need to 
make immediate action on this matter AND that the need for action came to the attention of the City 
Council subsequent to the posting of the Agenda for today’s Council meeting. 


I FURTHER MOVE that the City Council, subject to approval of the Mayor: 

1. Authorize the General Manager, Economic and Workforce Development Department, or 
designee, to accept up to $2,000,000 in Additional Assistance Dislocated Worker Grant funds 
from the California Employment Development Department (EDD) to provide layoff aversion and 
workforce development services to individuals impacted by the coronavirus pandemic (COVID- 
19) in Los Angeles and Ventura Counties; and 

2. Authorize EWDD to allocate the funds as follows: 


a. Workforce Development Services to be provided by the City’s 16 WorkSource Centers to 
serve 400 individuals in the amount of $1,350,000; 

b. Layoff Aversion services to be provided by the Los Angeles Economic Development 
Corporation (LAEDC) in the amount of $450,000; and 



c. Departmental administrative overhead in the amount of $200,000. 

Authorize EWDD to enter into agreements with the City’s 16 WorkSource Centers and LAEDC 
for a six-month period from April 1, 2020 through October 31, 2020, to provide Supportive 
Services to a minimum of400 dislocated or distressed workers, subject to review and approval of 
the City Attorney as to form and legality. 


4. Authorize EWDD and the WDB/LEO to seek any additional resources to support dislocated 
workers and report back to Council in 90 days. 
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5. Authorize the Controller to; 


a. Establish a receivable from the State of California within the Workforce Innovation and 
Opportunity Act (WIOA) Fund No. 57W for $2,000,000. 

b. Establish a new account and appropriate within the WIOA Fund No. 57W as follows:

Amend Motion 72CC. Council File #20-0147-S34, adopted on March

RATIONALE: 

Federal stimulus includes $375 Billion in SBA loans. Based solely on its share of US 
population, the City of Los Angeles should get at least $5 Billion of that.

If we spend our City money on direct loans, we will be able to give our business 
owners a fish. If we help them access SBA program, we will help them buy a 
fishing boat. 

Add the following instructions: 

4. Instruct EWDD to immediately begin spending the $11 million in Small 
Business Emergency Microloan Program on technical assistance to small 
businesses to help them apply for and receive small business loans and grants 
offered by Federal and State governments. 

5. Instruct EWDD to immediately begin working with Business Source Centers, 
BIDS, chambers of commerce and other business organizations to provide 
technical assistance to small business to access federal and state loan and grant 
programs.
